It’s no coincidence that Michelle 
Obama and Ann Romney are show- 
ing up a lot more as the tight pres- 
idential race barrels into the final 
few months. 

The rival campaigns are rolling 
out their top assets in a big way. 
The first lady is the public face of a 
new grassroots mobilizing effort for 
Team Obama. And Mrs. Romney’s 
recent interviews have put her on 
display cutting through the cam- 
paign din — including her blunt 
statement Thursday that her hus- 
band has provided everything that 
“people need to know” and won’t be 
releasing more tax returns. 

Although Mrs. Romney is still 
largely unknown to a large swath 
of the public, both women are well 
regarded by voters in their own par- 
ties, and the campaigns are going 
all-out to use their appeal in ways 
that go well beyond the traditional 
presidential cookie bakeoff.

Dry Weather to Linger 


Drought will affect 
crops until October, 
U.S. forecasters say 

Washington 

The unusually hot dry weather that 
has gripped the nation will not let 
up its stranglehold over the next 
few months, federal weather fore- 
casters said Thursday. 

And that means the heart- 
land’s “flash drought” will lin- 
ger at least until around Hallow- 
een and even spread a bit farther 
north and east. 

The National Oceanic and Atmo- 
spheric Administration’s outlook for 
August through October shows that 
nearly every state likely will have 
hotter than normal temperatures. 
Much of the Midwest is likely to be 
drier than normal, too. 

“It certainly is grim news,” said 
Illinois state climatologist Jim Angel. 
“I kind of have given up hope for

short-term relief.” 

New figures released Thurs- 
day show that the percentage of 
the country now suffering from 
drought edged up from nearly 51 
percent last week to more than 53 
percent this week; the chunk of 
the country experiencing severe 


drought or worse rose in one 
week from 31 percent to 35 per- 
cent. Experts call it a flash drought 
because it developed in a matter of 
months, not multiple seasons. 

“It’s really unpleasant,” said 
drought specialist Kelly Helm 
Smith at the National Drought 
Mitigation Center in Nebraska. 
She said relief “is not on the radar 
that I’m aware of.” 

NOAA’s forecast for just the 
month of August indicates a high 
probability for little rain for all or 
parts of 15 states that are the epi- 
center of the drought. That region 
encompasses Illinois, Indiana, Mis- 
souri and Iowa and the states gen- 
erally surrounding them. 

All told, 42 states or parts of 
them have been hit by the drought. A 
NOAA map shows it stretches from 
California east to Ohio and from 
Texas north to Minnesota. Pockets 
of drought also dot the East, includ- 
ing much of Georgia and South Car- 
olina.

Hunger Still Ravages Post-Famine Somalia 


Diminished rainfall, 
lack of stability yield 
increase in refugees 

Dolo, Somalia 

The long, dusty walks from hungry 
homes to far-away refugee camps 
are again claiming lives in Somalia 
one year after up to 100,000 people 
died in the country’s worst famine 
in generations. 

Two lethal factors are again 
combining to send families flee- 
ing from their homes: too little 
rain and too many guns. 

Enough rain did fall in Soma- 
lia this year to prevent a repeat of 


last year’s massive famine, but it 
wasn’t enough to keep everyone 
fed. In addition, al-Shabab mili- 
tants are infiltrating towns and 
demanding payments from fam- 
ilies, residents said. 

The weekslong walks to refugee 
camps made by hundreds of thou- 
sands of Somalis last year turned 
sandy paths into roads of death for 
the famine’s weakest victims. 

In a cruel replay of last year’s 
hunger marches, many families 
who went home as the crisis eased 
are returning to the camps. 

“We came here because of hun- 
ger and security,” said Ali Ganoon 
Abdi Rahman, a 75-year-old who 
walked nine days with his wife,

daughter and four grandchildren. 
“Let these two things be sorted, 
then we will go back.” 


The U.N. declared a famine in 
Somalia last July 20 as hundreds of 
thousands of people set out on foot 
in search of food. About 12 million 
people needed aid at the peak of the 
famine, which the U.N. declared 
over in February. About 2.5 million 
need aid now, the U.N. says. 

In Mogadishu, tens of thousands 
of refugees still live in camps. For 
Aden Mohamed, the famine’s hor- 
rors are far from over. He sobbed as 
he carried the body of his 2-year- 
old son, who died Thursday of mal- 
nutrition. 

“If there is no drought and fam- 
ine, why are our children dying 
of hunger?” asked the mourning 
father of six. jason straziuso (ap)

Not Love Notes 

Musicians of all stripes had the chance to audition 
Tuesday for the “MetroPerforms!" program, which 
places volunteer artists at stations around the 
transit system. One band that didn't bother to try 
out? I’m A Circle. The rockers' goal isn't really to 
entertain riders, but to warn them. 


The first track off their debut 
EP is “Redline ” an ode to the old- 
est of Metro’s color-coded train 
routes. And the aggressive hook 

— “God damn you, Red Line / 
You really screwed me this time” 

— could easily have been written 
this week about the two computer 
malfunctions that shut down the 
entire Metro system on Saturday, 
or the separate issues that forced 
the closure of the Dupont Circle 
stop twice on Monday. 


Inspiration actually came from 
an incident in October, says Dave 
Circle (all of the bandmates claim 
“Circle” is their last name). The 
42-year-old bassist got stuck in a 
tunnel on his way to meet up with 
his girlfriend. “It seemed like for- 
ever. I was watching other people 
cursing, trying to use their phones. 
It was claustrophobic,” he says. “I 
thought, ‘This is a song.’” 

His bandmates agreed. “They 
ride the Red Line and have had tri- 


als and tribulations,” says Circle, 
who recently moved near Forest 
Glen. He grew up in the D.C. area 
and still remembers the thrill of 
taking the Metro with his dad on 
the day it opened. After being away 
in Las Vegas for four years, he came 
back to find out his beloved transit 
system wasn’t quite the same. “It’s 
not working any- 
more,” he says. 

That’s all reflect- 
ed in the tune, which 
Circle says mimics 
the feeling of his 
October Metro ride. 
“The song starts out 
in a rush. You’re 
trying to get some- 
where,” he says. Suddenly, the insis- 
tent beat stops, making way for 
wailing guitar solos that signify 
the despair of a passenger unable 
to reach a destination. There’s also 
a slight echo effect to evoke being 
stuck in a tunnel. 

The lyrics don’t resemble poetry 
as much as they do whiny tweets: “I 
got stuck on a train. I don’t normal- 
ly complain. But it was lame. Such 
a shame. Feel my pain.” At least 
they’re printable — unlike the name 
of a certain ditty by some Bloom- 
ingdale housemates who decided 
to call out Pepco’s lousy customer 
service in a YouTube video. (Google 
“How hard can it be Pepco.”) 

The two songs seem to be form- 
ing the basis of a new artistic move- 
ment in Washington. It’s not really 
protest music; it’s complain music. 
And it’s pretty darned catchy.

D.C. Mayor Gray Disappointed in Public’s Viewpoint

D.C. Mayor Vincent C. Gray said 
he is disappointed in the public’s 
view that he is failing to create 
more jobs or improve city servic- 
es and public schools, as shown in 
a Washington Post poll.

The Nationals 

Ross Detwiler was dealing. 

The young left-hander, Wash- 
ington’s fifth starter, worked over 
the New York Mets for the first 
six innings. As the frame ended, 
pitching coach Steve McCatty shot 
a glance toward manager Davey 
Johnson, trying to read his mind. 

Keep the kid in? Or call it a 
day? “Don’t look at me like that,” 
Johnson said. “He’s only thrown 
68 pitches.” 

Detwiler stayed in Tuesday, but 
he was done after seven shutout 
innings and 86 pitches, still a rel- 
atively paltry sum. A night later, 
Jordan Zimmermann lowered his 
ERA to 2.35, best among Nationals 
starters, with six shutout innings 
and 95 pitches. 

For all the success of baseball’s 
stingiest starting rotation, Johnson 
has rarely hesitated to pull a starter 
with pitches to spare. Only No. 4 
starter Edwin Jackson has thrown 
a complete game this season. No 
other Nationals starter has record- 
ed an out in the eighth inning. 

Johnson says his handling of 
a pitching staff has changed little 
since he began managing in 1984. 
He relies mostly on what he sees. Is 
the pitcher still hitting his spots? Are 
hitters taking better swings after 
two or three times through the bat- 
ting order? He says he has no prob- 
lem letting a pitcher throw up to 120 
pitches in a game, but no National 
has done so this season. 

Only 28 times in the first 90 
games has a starter thrown 100 
pitches. Only three teams have 


hit that mark fewer times. John- 
son has most often erred on the 
side of caution, rather than risk 
letting a tired starter work him- 
self into a jam. Or worse. 

“I probably am a little more Cap- 
tain Hook in this day and time,” 
Johnson said. “Everybody, almost 
to a man in baseball, is bringing the 


pitch count down to avoid injury.” 

And though the team is closely 
monitoring Stephen Strasburg, in his 
first year back from an elbow injury 
that predates Johnson’s tenure, the 
Nationals have been extraordinari- 
ly healthy. No member of the cur- 
rent rotation has missed time due 
to injury, though Chien-Ming Wang 


has been on the disabled list twice 
with lower-body ailments. 

The success of the bullpen has 
made Johnson’s cautious approach 
more palatable. Before the arrival 
of Drew Storen off the disabled list 
Thursday, five of the seven reliev- 
ers on the staff as of Thursday had 
sub-3.00 ERAs. Two had ERAs 
below 2.00. And though Wash- 
ington’s starters rarely pitch deep 
in games, it’s also nearly unheard 
of for them to pitch fewer than 
five innings (as Gio Gonzalez did 
Thursday against the Mets). 

“I actually have more relievers 
to go with this kind of starting 
capability than innings,” Johnson 
said. “I don’t think we’re talking 
that big a drop-off when I make a 
change.” derek turner (for express)

Built in 1894, the Cairo — a 12-story “sky- 
scraper” that so unnerved 19th-centu- 
ry Washingtonians it inspired the Dis- 
trict’s building height limits — towers over 
Dupont Circle.

That December, they saw an ad on 
Craigslist for a studio in the Cairo (1615 Q 
St. NW, 202-232-4020). Taylor called the 
property manager and then relayed this 
message to Silva: “If we want it, we have 
to get a deposit in by noon.” 

They raced to the Metro, handed over 
a certified check at exactly 11:40 a.m. and

signed a one-year lease. It wasn’t until 
three days later that they saw the unit 
for the first time. 

Historic buildings and neighbor- 
hoods are so popular in the D.C. area 
that eager renters often run their own 
version of “The Amazing Race” to snag 
a piece of the past. 

Knowing where to look and what 
to look for can make these properties 
easier to grab. 

“Acting fast is important,” says Buck 
Waller, president of Yarmouth Man- 
agement, which specializes in leasing 
homes in historic Capitol Hill. But don’t 
act too fast: “Make sure the place is 
maintained properly,” Waller says. 

Silva, 30, and Taylor, 32, were for- 
tunate to love their new home, but 
Waller warns that renters should 
always see the property before sign- 
ing anything. They should also include 
agreed-upon repairs or renovations 
in the lease. “Everyone has selective 
hearing,” when it comes to repair 
requests, he says. 

Craigslist (Craigslist.org) and The 
Washington Post Real Estate listings 
are two of the most common resources 
for finding sublets, but historic-home 
hunters can also find gems by walk- 
ing around neighborhoods with an eye 
out for For Rent signs and by talking 
to doormen. 

Check out well-known historic dis- 
tricts such as Dupont Circle, Capitol 
Hill and Georgetown. Waller also rec- 
ommends Adams Morgan and Logan 
Circle, as well as up-and-comers Pet- 
worth and LeDroit Park. Or look for a 
historic building devoted to rentals. 
Alban Towers (3700 Massachusetts 


FYI 

Is Your Home 
Historic? 

Wondering if your building has been 
officially designated as historic? 

Go to the National Park Service’s 
National Register of Historic Places 
(Nps.gov/nr) to find out. The Nation- 
al Register website is also the place 
to get your home officially desig- 
nated historic. The building must 
be old enough to be considered his- 
toric (age varies but usually at least 
50 years old). It must look as it did in 
the past, and it must be significant 
in some way — in its architecture, 
engineering design or association 
with a famous person or event, (tk) 

Ave. NW, 202-298-8300, albantowers 
.com), which was built in 1929, housed 
Frank Sinatra and Bette Davis when 
they were in town for John F. Kenne- 
dy’s 1961 inauguration. The Kennedy- 
Warren (3133 Connecticut Ave. NW, 
202-234-9100, kennedywarren.com), 
built in the 1930s, has been home to 
both President Lyndon Johnson and 
Secretary of State Hillary Clinton 
A management company such as 
Yarmouth (Yarmouthm.com) can help 
with the search. Its website is updated 
daily with listings in historic buildings 
such as the Lenox School Condomini- 


ums (725 5th St. SE) — a converted school 
building from the 1800s — and the Car 
Barn (1400 E. Capitol St. NE) — an 1896 
streetcar depot turned condo. 

Jennifer Proctor, an association 
executive, lived in a Victorian-era 
English basement on Capitol Hill for 
three years. She and her husband then 
bought a Victorian home near Eastern 
Market and became landlords them- 
selves. Proctor says the quality of Eng- 
lish basements varies greatly, but you 
can find beautifully kept apartments 
with sunlight, new appliances and 
maybe even a patio. 

“Look in the corners and closets,” 
she says. “Look at the appliances. If it’s 
not well cared for, the landlord is prob- 
ably just out for the money.” 

Make sure the landlord has a 
Certificate of Occupancy for the English 
basement, says Coldwell Banker Realtor 
Chuck Burger. A certificate means the 
unit has been inspected and “deemed 
electronically and mechanically 
sufficient,” he says. If a city inspector 
discovers you are leasing a basement 
without a certificate, the landlord 
will face penalties, and you might end 
up having to look for a new home. 

Why are renters so eager to find 
historic homes?

BBQ PRO, RIB MAN, BALTIMORE NATIVE 


Born in Japan and raised in 

Baltimore, Steven Raichlen took 
his French literature degree and 
somehow turned into one of the 
world’s foremost experts on bar- 
becue. The host of PBS’ “Primal 
Grill” and author of 28 cookbooks 
— including “The Barbecue Bible” 
and his latest, “Best Ribs Ever” 
($14, Workman Publishing) — 
will discuss the history of firing 
up the grill at a lecture Tuesday at 
11:30 a.m. at the Library of Con- 
gress’ James Madison Building 
(First St. SE, between Indepen- 
dence Ave. and East Capitol St.; 
202-707-1205). 

How’d you get from French lit 
to barbecue pit? 

To make a long story short, when 
I graduated from Reed [College], 
I won a Watson Fellowship. I pro- 


posed to study medieval cooking 
in Europe. I studied the intersec- 
tion of cooking, history and culture. 
I’ve been doing it ever since. 

How soon after fire was 
created did man and woman 
figure out how to barbecue? 

I would say it was simultaneous. 
My theory how it happened — we’re 
talking about 1.8 million years ago 
— is that a forest fire swept through 
the woods, caught a bison, some- 
body tasted it and then somebody 
uttered the first grunt of gastro- 
nomical pleasure. 

Yeah, there’s something primal 
for us — millennia later— about 
barbecuing, isn’tthere? 

The book I’m on tour with now 
is “Best Ribs Ever.” The rib is the 
most iconic and most primal of all 


cuts. It’s gnawing meat off a bone. 
What’s more caveman? 

Why do some towns 
not have good ’cue? 

As Topol would have said in “Fid- 
dler on the Roof” — tradition. 
Great barbecue is not meant to 
be available everywhere. It’s local 
and regional. I don’t go to Boston, 
to New York to eat barbecue. It’s 
one of our last local and region- 
al foods.

Is there barbecue history in D.C.? 

George Washington was a big bar- 
becue devotee. He writes about 
barbecue in his diaries, including 
one that took place in Alexandria 
for three days. And when the cor- 
nerstone of the Capitol was laid, 
they celebrated with a barbecue 
on the Mall. 

You grew up in Baltimore. 

Is there a Baltimore specialty? 

Pit beef, and it’s centered around 
Pulaski Highway. It’s a piece of 
chop round, grilled over charcoal, 
thinly sliced and served with horse- 
radish on a kaiser roll. If you think 
about the 20 great regional barbe- 
cue dishes in North America, I’d 
say pit beef is one. 

This time of year, everyone 
wants to grill corn. How do 
you do it? 

There is only one right way: With 
the husk off. Cooking with the husk 
on is like having an intimate act 
through a protective membrane.

antiques guide 10 places to score past-perfect decor 

The word "antique” often conjures up images 
of please-don’t-touch china vases or stuffy 
canopy beds that’d give George Washington 
insomnia. But forget grandma’s Old Town parlor. 

Lately, the idea of decking your halls with stuff 
from the past has gotten hipper and less spendy. 


Spurred by the creative mix-and- 
mismatch of design blogs and mag- 
azines, a new generation of nest- 
ers is buying yesterday’s leftovers 
and repurposing them for the new 
millennium. 


“People are doing cool, modern 
things to antiques — repainting 
a dresser a bright color, using an 
old metal office organizer to hold 
handbags,” says Leah Moss, a Sil-

century mad Hunted House just 
decamped to the Atlas District;

In that regard, Jackson’s out 
of step with Hollywood’s current 
moneymakers. This summer’s big 
films so far have been the superhero 
ensemble “The Avengers” and “The 
Amazing Spider-Man.” 

Jackson’s a master of action spec- 
tacles himself, so he’s not going to 
knock superhero flicks. He’s in favor 
of whatever it takes to keep people 
coming out to the movies at a time 
when technology has given them 
endless entertainment options. 


And if right now, it’s superhero 
movies, so be it. 

“You’re dealing with a situa- 
tion in which the audience votes 
with its bums, as they say,” Jack- 
son says. “We’ve got to make films 
that get kids off their iPads and 
away from their home entertain- 
ment systems and back into the 
cinemas again.” 

He says he wishes studios would 
make room for more lower- and 
midbudgeted films, the sort of inti- 
mate, personal stories that were a 
Hollywood mainstay before the 
blockbuster era took hold a few 
decades ago. 

“Variety is the thing, isn’t it?” 
Jackson says. “It would be a shame 
if cinema was just superheroes and 
nothing else. So the real problem is 
the lack of those midbudget films.”

Film Review 

The chief question to be answered 
regarding “The Dark Knight Rises,” 
Christopher Nolan’s deliriously antic- 
ipated final installation of his Batman 
films, isn’t “Is it any good”? or even “Is 
it a Best Picture contender”? 

The question, rather, is does “The 
Dark Knight Rises” soar to the the- 
matic and stylistic heights reached by 
its predecessor, “The Dark Knight”? 
Does it clear a bar set by Nolan and his 
star, Christian Bale, who have infused 
the franchise with vigor, visual depth 
and solemnity heretofore unseen in 
mere comic-book movies? 

Most important, does it achieve the 
impossible, which is to bring a cher- 


ished cinematic chapter to a close, 
yet manage to leave fans feeling not 
desolate but cheered? The answer is 
an unequivocal yes. Nolan, togeth- 
er with the team he’s been working 
with so profitably since 2005’s “Bat- 
man Begins,” has made a completely 
satisfying movie, one steeped enough 
in self-contained mythology to reward 
hard-core fans while giving less invest- 
ed viewers a rousing, adroitly executed 
piece of popcorn entertainment. 

“The Dark Knight Rises” looks ter- 
rific, too, from its handsome, unclut- 
tered production design and subtle cos- 
tumes to impressively staged stunts 
that unfold with taut lucidity. 

In fact, “The Dark Knight Rises” 
starts off with just such a set piece, a 
nervy piece of midair showmanship 
in which the movie’s villain, a terrorist 
thug named Bane (Tom Hardy), hijacks 
a CIA plane. Masked and alarming- 
ly well-muscled, Bane makes almost 
immediately for Gotham City, where

An Epic Success 


First, I promise I won’t have ANY “The Dark Knight Rises" spoilers in this column. 
I’m nice like that. Also, it’s no spoiler to say the film, which opens Friday, clocks in at 
a hefty two hours and 40 minutes (and that’s without previews). 

A movie that long often gets described as “epic," because people 
forget “epic" and “long" are not, in fact, synonyms. This film is an 
epic, though, and not just because you have to make sure you pee 
before finding your seat. 

“The Dark Knight Rises" tells the story of a hero whose deeds 
shape the very culture of a society. Within the story space, that 
culture is Gotham City’s, but what director Christopher Nolan 
has done with this final piece of his trilogy is expand the scope of 
Batman’s reach into our own society. The entire film is a (sometimes 
heavy-handed) political allegory on the questions of property, 
identity, loyalty and responsibility. 

A long movie isn’t necessarily an epic — look at “Gone With the Wind," which is a 
million years long but manages to sidestep any serious consideration of questions 
like, “Should people own other people?" “Rises" is an epic in the classical sense: It 
asks big questions in big ways, and that has to take some time.

Nolan shot nearly half of his Bat- 
man finale using bulky IMAX camer- 
as, whose frame is about 10 times the 
size of a standard movie camera. He 


Hewing faithfully to Batman’s lib- 
ertarian leanings, the film becomes an 
almost spiritual parable of anti-pop- 
ulism and unshakable faith in law, 
order and the morally superior wis- 
dom of the One Percent. 


But ultimately, “The Dark Knight 
Rises” is all about The One: If the Bat- 


man trilogy has celebrated anything, 
it has been the unfettered power of the 
individual over an ungrateful rabble, 
a vigilante ethic that may have gone 
underground in “The Dark Knight” 
but that has never been critically 
questioned.

THE AMAZING SPIDER-MAN (PG 13, 

138 minutes) “The Amazing Spider-Man" 
has been bitted as a reboot of the Spider- 
Man franchise. The not-so-great news 
is that by “reboot,” the studio means 
taking audiences once again through 
every step of Peter’s transformation, 
including the fateful mutant spider bite, 
an equally pivotal incident involving his 
beloved uncle and those first wobbly 
forays discovering hissuperhuman pow- 
ers. The result is that, for its first hour, it 
subjects viewers to an origin story they 
may already know. Thankfully, things 
pick up considerably once Peter dons the 
famous skintight suit, first as an urban 
avenger on a personal mission, then doing 
battle with a super-monster called, ap- 
propriately, the Lizard. While fans of the 
Tobey Maguire Spider-Man movies may 
find themselves wondering whether they 
really need such an exhaustive refresher, 
they’ll also no doubt accept Andrew 
Garfield as the latest iteration of one of 
Marvel Comics’ most iconic figures, a.h. 
BRAVE (PG, 95 minutes) Declaring early 
in “Brave” that she will be nobody’s 
queen but her own, Merida, the flame- 
tressed Scottish princess at the heart

of this she-ro’s quest, is completely on 
trend among a spate of revisionist fairy 
tales. After dispatching her suitors at an 
archery competition, Merida embarks 
on an adventure that pivots around the 
fractured relationship with her mom. As 
refreshing as it is to see family dynamics, 
ratherthan romance, definethefulcrum 
of the story, the tale that unfolds isn’t the 
most sophisticated of the Pixar canon. 
The conflicts, magic spells, chase se- 
quences and reconciliations feel strange- 
ly by-the-bookfor a studio so well known 
for throwing the book out entirely, a.h. 
ICE AGE: CONTINENTAL DRIFT (PG, 87 


minutes) The fourth “Ice Age” freshens 
up the 10-year-old franchise by shunning 
easy pop-culture jokes and embracing 
its weird side. Previous “Ice Age” install- 
ments drew inspiration from our planet’s 
climate changes, and “Continental Drift" 
is no different. Here, fissures caused by 
volcanic fault Lines separate franchise 
regulars Sid, Diego and Manny from 
the Latter’s family — wife, E Hie, and 
teenage daughter, Peaches.
